Prompt treatment is neces­ 
sary to prevent it from becom­ 
ing chronic Drugs to alkalinize 
the urine, combined with a low 
protein diet. will help to short­ 
en the course of the disease but 
antibiotics are required to get 
rid of the causative germs

A — Stricture of the outlet of
